INTERNET PLAN | Text of report by heavyweight Russian newspaper 
Nezavisimaya Gazeta on 25 June 


[Editorial: "Cyrillic phantom. What happens when political logic comes 
into conflict with technological logic"] 


Speaking at the 10th World Congress of the Russian Press in Moscow, 
Russian President Dmitriy Medvedev casually let slip his plans 
regarding the future of the world wide web - the internet. They are 
impressive plans, albeit local in scale. Literally local, that is 
small-town scale. "I think we should do everything in our power to 
ensure that we are able to secure domain names on the internet in the 
future in Cyrillic," President Medvedev stated. As we know, he starts 
every morning by logging on to the net. Which is, in fact, what he was 
talking about. 


The main regulatory organ today is the Internet Corporation for 
Assigned Names and Numbers, ICANN (Marina del Rey, California). Its 
mission covers setting parameters for internet protocols and 
controlling the system of domain names and root servers and the 
procedure for acquiring domain names. This right is formally delegated 
to ICANN by the US Department of Commerce, which in turn received it 
from the Pentagon. The contract between the Department of Commerce and 
ICANN was recently extended until 2011. 


Russia has very few representatives on the ICANN committees. This is 
largely due to the fact that all the proceedings are in English. (For 


information: Anyone with the appropriate level of technical knowledge 
can apply to take part in the work of ICANN's council of directors; in 
2000 the total number reached 158,000) 


The idea of introducing multi-language domain names on the net 
(internet addresses) has long kept certain politicians awake at night 
- mainly those from so-called developing countries: China, Brazil, 
South Africa, Iran, Saudi Arabia... And now comes Russia. There are 
more developed countries in that category too, it is true: Norway and 
Switzerland, for example. And the argument for all this is "the need 
to preserve cultural diversity on the internet". In other words, if 
you cannot type into a browser the three letters www in English, it 
does not matter. You should be able to write what you like in Russian, 
Yiddish or Swahili. Or, what's more, in Farsi, Norwegian or 
Chinese.... 


"Any attempt to demolish the existing administration of the internet 
will lead to the destruction of the net," so all more or less 
responsible experts, including those from the Russian Federation 
Ministry of Information Technology and Communications [renamed the 
Ministry of Mass Communications and Telecommunications in May 2008], 
declare with one voice. "The question of preserving the integrity of 
the net is a very important one. The net could easily be turned into a 
conglomerate of unconnected nets." 


And suddenly we have a clearly articulated plan to separate from the 
English-language internet. Ideologically, this approach is entirely 
well-grounded: we only need to recall the home-grown concepts of 
"energy superpower", "liberal empire" or "sovereign democracy..." And 
this move to "fence in" our Cyrillic truck garden is being initiated 
precisely at a time when the country is seeing colossal demand for 
English lessons (and not just in the major capitals but in the 
provinces too). All this is nothing but a misconception of the idea of 
national self-identification in the spirit of Mahatma Gandhi: "Giving 
the masses a knowledge of English means returning them to slavery" 
(1908). What is the point of destroying the unified system of domain 
names?! 


Technically, the idea of a Cyrillic internet is utterly impossible to 
implement. "Apart from satisfying the national ego, as if anyone needs 
to do that, this will achieve nothing," experts emphasize. Whereas it 
really would have value in cultivating the entirely legitimate 
national pride of Great Russians, since it acknowledges actual 
reality. 


In a Rand Corporation report just published, entitled " Is the United 
States losing its edge in science and technology?", we read that the 
United States accounts for 40 per cent of world expenditure in science 


and technology; 38 per cent of patents for new technology obtained by 
industrially developed countries; 37 per cent of the scientists living 
in industrially developed countries; 35 per cent of world scientific 
publications; and 49 per cent of the total number of citations from 
scientific works. Some 70 per cent of Nobel Prize-winning scientists 
and 66 per cent of the world's most actively cited authors of 
scientific works work in the United States. 


We should get on and work, Gentlemen, and not mess around with 
Cyrillic phantoms.

Fielding questions from newsmen in Bauchi, Egbuna regretted that the 
Corporation was still faced with the problem of obsolete equipments. 
He said, ias it is now, we have transmitters that are as old as 40 
years which are also analogue while everything in the world has gone 
digital.i 


The FRCN Boss also lamented that the lack of the modern broadcast 
equipment have negatively affected the services of the Corporation 
adding that this can be noted in its poor revenue generation capacity 
because according to him no advertiser will want to place his advert 
in a not too stable broadcast. 


He however, said the Corporation has done its best to stay above 
board, pointing out that few new modern broadcast equipment have been 
procured and installed. 


He added that the problems faced by the Corporation was that, iour men 
here are still learning how to manage the equipments as soon as they 
are done our broadcast quality will definitely improve.i 


On the FRCN Zonal Stations in Ibadan and Enugu, the Director-General 
declared that, ithese are dead because of lack funds to replace the 
equipments that have gone completely bad, the only short wave station 
still on air is Kaduna, that too is down for now due to damage to the

BBC World Service is to close its Romanian language offering after 68 
years of broadcasting. The Romanian service will cease broadcasting 
from August 1 following a review of BBC World Service's language 
services and their funding. 


Closing the Romanian service will save £1.3m a year at a time when the 
BBC said the World Service was operating within a "very tight 


financial framework". The BBC said the decision had been made for 
financial reasons and after "consideration of audience need to 
continue broadcasts, the changing media landscape in Romania and the 
declining impact of the service". 


Romanian listeners get a news and current affairs service that 
broadcasts for almost four hours a day on radio and also runs ona 
complementary website. The closure will affect 46 staff - 30 in 
Bucharest, Romania, four in Chisinau, Moldova, and 12 in London. This 
is the last of the BBC's non-English language services specifically 
aimed at countries that are EU members. 


BBC World Service's funding settlement, agreed with the UK government 
and the BBC Trust, gave increased resources for new projects, such as 
television services for BBC Arabic and BBC Persian. 

But it also imposed a tough savings target of around 3% a year to meet 
rising costs of existing services. 


The BBC also blamed the "scale of the competition in radio and all 
media" in Romania and the fact that several of the country's major FM 
stations no longer carry World Service output. 


Broadcasts in Romanian for the Republic of Moldova will also cease, as 
the Moldovan side of the operation "cannot be sustained without the 
infrastructure of BBC Romanian". 


BBC World Service director Nigel Chapman said it had been a tough 
decision to make. "Like the other European services we closed three 
years ago, BBC Romanian had its roots in the Second World War. It has 
served its audiences with distinction through the Communist era to the 
present day," Chapman said. 


"The contribution of all BBC Romanian staff has been immense: serving 
Romanians with innovation and commitment for 68 years. We will 
strongly support their efforts to find alternative employment. 


"The quality of the current output is of the highest standard. But 
Europe has changed, fundamentally, since the early nineties; and with 
the rapidly declining audiences in Romania we can no longer justify 
continuing the service." 


The BBC axed 10 foreign-language services in 2006, part of a shift in 
emphasis that saw £19m pumped into its new Arabic TV news channel, 
which launched in March. 


National Union of Journalists official Paul McLaughlin said: "It's a 
shock announcement, particularly given the fact people felt the 
service was safe. "Coming at the same time as the service's offshoring 


plans it's completely unacceptable and we think it is the dismantling 
of the BBC World Service bit by bit."

Because the station came to the 990 spot on the dial so late 
(1979, moving from a daytimer on 680 in a deal negotiated with Canada 
to allow CFTR to change transmitter sites and boost power), it ended 
up with a six-tower site about 18 miles west of downtown Rochester and 
a night pattern that's a narrow beam aimed east. If you're within the 
beam - the north side of Rochester, or, evidently, Cape Cod - the 
Rochester signal's a flamethrower. If you're south of the beam, as I 
am by just a few miles, it doesn't exist. I literally cannot get a 
completely clean analog signal from 990 Rochester at night here.

Bill OiReilly (Fox News) called the 3,000 people who attended last 
monthis National Media Reform Conference "fascists," "loons," 
"unstable people 0 doing a lot of dam-age to America," "lunatic left," 
"stridently anti-American," and "loons." Too bad he lumped a bird 
species in there. Thatis just not fair to the loons. But fairness has 
never been an issue for Fox. 


The conference took place across three days in Minneapolis. If it gave 
Mr. OiReilly this much heartburn, something really good was going on. 
Bill Moyers (PBS) uncorked a mighty speech at the conference. Moyers 
called media reform movement "the most significant citizensi movement 
to emerge in this new century." 


Moyers with passion, "You couldnit find a more revealing measure of 
the state of the dominant media today than the continuing ubiquitous 
presence -- on the air and in print -- of the very pundits and 
experts, self-selected 6émessage multipli-ersi of a disastrous foreign 
policy, who got it all wrong in the first place." At the root of this 
crisis, Moyers said, is media consolidation. 


"As conglomerates swallow up newspapers, magazines, publishing houses 


and broadcast outlets, news organizations are folded into 
entertainment divisions. The news hole in the print media shrinks to 
make room for ads, celebrities, nonsense and propaganda, and the news 
we need to know slips from sight." 


Bill Moyersi speech is watchable on YouTube. Or read it, along with 
Dan Ratheris speech, at FreePress.net. The Free-Press site is rich 
with all kinds of material from the conference. Their site is 
unbelievably comprehensive. There is even an intense video of Moyers 
face-to-face smackdown with the producer that OiReilly sent to get 
video at the conference. Moyers wants Rupert Murdoch to get in the 
game. 


The media reform movement is not a new arrival. Track it back in time 
to FCC Commissioner Nicholas Johnson (1966 fA 1973) and his well-known 
book How to Talk Back to Your Television Set. But now, the media 
reform movement is getting bigger by the minute. And when people with 
the proportions of Moyers and Murdoch and Rather and OiReilly are 


batting the ball around, media reform is moving to the big leagues. 


If you want another indicator of the national interest in media 
reform, consider this: FreePress.net was launched in 2002 by three 
people A Josh Silver, Robert W. McChesney and John Nichols. Today, 
FreePress.net lists 34 staff members on their website. Check out their 
bios and portfolios and you will get a sense of how important and 
well-organized the movement has become. 


To that I say, "You go People." Letis see media reform move front and 
center as part of the agenda for this yearis election. What do our 
candidates propose for media reform? Whether you are a rookie ora 
veteran on media reform, now is the time to get stronger on the 
movement. This is [sic] our media and it will only get worse unless we 
make it better (July KUNM Zounds via DXLD)

Geomagnetic field activity was at quiet levels until late on 24 June 
when activity increased to unsettled levels. A further increase to 
active levels occurred during 25 - 26 June with minor to major storm 
levels at high latitudes. Activity decreased to quiet to unsettled 
levels for the remainder of the period. ACE solar wind measurements 
indicated a co-rotating interaction region (CIR) occurred during 24 - 
25 June in advance of a recurrent coronal hole high-speed stream 
(HSS). The CIR was associated with increased proton densities (peak 20 
p/cc at 24/2251 UTC), a solar sector boundary crossing (toward (-) to 
away (+)), and changes in the interplanetary magnetic field (IMF). IMF 
changes included increased Bt (peak 15 nT at 25/1710 UTC) and 
intermittent periods of southward Bz (minimum -10 nT at 25/1735 UTC). 
The HSS commenced on 25 June, reached a peak velocity of 686 km/sec at 
26/1846 UTC, then began to gradually subside on 28 June. Solar wind 
velocities decreased to a low of 470 km/sec by the end of the period. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 02 - 28 JULY 2008 


Solar activity is expected to be very low. No proton events are 
expected at geosynchronous orbit. The greater than 2 MeV electron flux 
at geosynchronous orbit is expected to reach high levels during 13 - 
21 July. Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at quiet to 
unsettled levels during 02 - 11 July. Activity is expected to increase 
to active levels during 12 - 13 July with storm levels possible at 
high latitudes due to a recurrent coronal hole high-speed stream. 
Activity is expected to decrease to unsettled levels during 14 - 17 
July as the high-speed stream gradually subsides. Activity is expected 
to decrease to quiet levels during 18 - 21 July. Activity is expected 
to increase to unsettled levels during 22 - 24 July due to recurrence. 
Activity is expected to decrease to quiet levels during 25 - 28 July.
